The hybridomas A27F6.1, A10B2.18, A18B3.1 1, B6G7.10, A17G12.1, 
A8H3.1, A40G12.8, A8G3.5, A6F8.6 and B3F6.17 will be maintained with all the 
care necessary to keep them viable and uncontaminated for a period of at least five 
years after the most recent request for furnishing of a sample of the deposited cell line, 
and, in any case, for a period of at least thirty (30) years after the date of deposit or for 
the enforceable life of the patent, whichever period is longer.
